The occurrence of smallpox in the Province of Ontario during the 
month of January, 1921, was reported in 40 counties and 108 munici- 
palities. The largest number of cases was reported at Ottawa, viz, 
252, with one fatality. 

Venereal diseases were reported in the Province of Ontario as fol- 
lows: January, 1921 — Cases: Chancroid, 12; gonorrhea, 245; syphi- 
lis, 195. January, 1920 — Cases: Chancroid, 3; gonorrhea, 94; syphi- 
lis, 112.

Plague in pneumonic form was reported present, March 12, 1921, 
in Chihli Province, on the Tientsin and Tukow Railroad, 70 miles 
east of Tientsin. 

In Manchuria, to March 14, 1921, 4,000 fatal cases of pneumonic 
plague were reported in the country west of Harbin. On March 
10, 43 fatal cases of plague were reported at Harbin.

Information supplied by the Ministry of Public Health of Poland, 
received under date of March 1, 1921, shows the reported occurrence 
of cholera and typhus fever in Poland, as follows: Cholera, November 
1-30, 1920, Province of Galicia, 19 cases with 11 fatalities; Warsaw 
7 cases with 2 fatalities. TypJius fever, for all Poland, month of 
December, 1920, 4,644 cases with 550 fatalities; month of January, 
1921, 5,308 cases with 597 fatalities. More than 60 per cent of the 
cases of typhus fever and more than 70 per cent of the fatalities 
were stated to have occurred in the Province of Galicia.
